A Bloody Battle at Baltimore. 


BALTIMOIIE, MD., May 14.—A street 


light took place In South Baltimore yes- 
terday, In which about itftcen white and 
colored men took part, and which re- 
sulted In three men being shot, two of 
them fatally. HobertCampbell (colored) 
was working In the Carroll brick-yard on 
Washington street when Charles Sesco 
!(colored) stole up behind him with a pis- 
tol In each baud and simultaneously dis- 
charged both weapons at him. One bul- 
let went through the shoulder and tbe 
other lodged iu his arm. The men had 
previously quarreled about a woman. 
The act was witnessed by a number 
of 
white 
men, who, seeing 


Campbell fall, supposed he was dead and 
proceeded to arrest Sesco. The latter 
with one pistol between his teeth and one 
In each hand retreated backward, warn- 
ing them not to follow. The white men, 
about twelve in all, armed themselves 
•with clubs, and two of their number pro- 
duced pistols. Seeing them following, 
iScsco tired repeatedly, and a ruuning 
light for several squares took place, 
causing pedestrians to scatter iu a great 
"hurry. Finally u colored man named 
James Johnson, who had joined iu the 
pursuit, succeeded In grappling with 
:Scsco, 
receiving • a 
ball 
through

shoulder 
as 
he 
did 
so. 


,Sesco 
fired 
his weapons with great 


rapidity, and the twenty-one shots in 
them were soon Hying iu every direction. 
Johnson and the fugitive rolled over so 
rapidly on the pavement that the crowd 
•did uot dare Interfere. Johnson received 
•another bullet through the abdomeu, 
•which will prove fntal. When all of 
Secso's bullets 
had 
bceu discharged 


tho crowd closed in on the strug- 
gling pair, and 
Sesco 
was 
beaten 


insensible 
Iu a very 
lew 
minutes. 


His skull was fractured and his face 
beaten to a pulp. In this condition he 
was removed to the police station Iu a 
wugou with Johnson, his captor, who had 
swooned. 
Christian Kramer, a white 


man, received one of the Hying bullets In 
the wrist and another iu the temple. Ills 
Injuries are serious. Sesco stole four 
pistols from a pawn-shop last night, then 
pawned one of them to get cartridges for 
the other three which he used with such 
effect.

For 
this invention, he was elected by the 
French Institute as :i member of the 
Academy of Science and received the 
decoration of the Cross Legion of Honor. 
In polities he was a Democrat, and nad 
bceu prouilncut In his party .-is a 'member 
of the National Committee, 
lie founded 


and liberally endowed tho Theological 
Seminary of tho Northwest, conducted 
under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Church, and ulsoeudowed :i professorship 
in tho Washington and Union Theological 
Colleges In Virginia.

On Saturday,'March 22, a pack- 


age of burnt money, representing 
$2,690, was received by Treasurer 
Wyman for redemption. It was the 
property of Thomas Downing, a 
qnarryman living near Menasha, 
Wia, and represented the savings of 
twenty-three years of hard work. His 
cabin was destroyed by fire March 
6, and with it all his money, which 
was in the form of greenbacks and 
national bank notes. The charred 
remains ef the money were submit- 
ted to the examination of a commit 
tee of Treasury experts, and all the 
legal tender notes to the amount of 
$1,950 identified. 
They were re- 


deemable at once. The remainder 
will be transmitted to the banks of 
issue for their action, and the result 
will be that the entire amount of 
money will be restored to its owner. 
This is only one of many cases of 
this kind acted upon by the Treas- 
ury.
